"T he 11th verse, 9 th chapter of Zac- 
arlah. 
‘Turn ve to the stronghold, y e 
prisoners of hope.’ There are prison­ 
ers of hope and prisoners w ithout

awful as It Is to contemplate. They 
were born in a land of Ribles, In a land 
of churches, where the ministers of 
the gospel preached to them In burn­ 
ing, fervid eloq uence, giving them 
warning, tim e aft<er time, of the awful 
doom In store for them if they neg­ 
lected this great salvation.

harden y our hearts and refuse to ac­ 
cept the Savior. Oh, men of East 
Liverpool, there is an awful doom 
overhanging y ou. 
‘We read of th e lost soul In hell 
lifting up bis ey es to heaven and cry ­ 
ing for a drop of water to co >1 his 
parched tongue,.

While there, the gong struck, and the 
well-trained horses, taught to under­ 
stand their business and do their duty , 
sprang to their places w ithout a mo­ 
m ent’s hesitation. 
Hut how hard It 
Is to teach men this lesson of obedi­ 
ence to duty . 
If the men of this city 
would respond to this duty as did 
those admirably trained horses today , 
Liverpool would be for God, w ithout 
the shadow of a doubt. 
Hut fiKilish 
men run from God; run, run, run; y es, 
run away frf>m mercy , tenderness, 
loving 
kindness; run away 
from 
heaven and an eternity of bliss. 
Isn’t 
It wonderful, men? Isn’t it contrary 
to reason and common sense? 
"A fter the horses had performed 
their duty , someone ordered them 
back to their stalls, and they were 
given a choice meal for their obedi­ 
ence. 
I Imagine, if those horses can 
talk, one would say to the other: 
‘Well, old fellow, It paid us to be 
uliedient: it paid us to do our dutv; 
Just see w hat a dandy nice meal we 
have as our reward.’ Oh, men, think 
for a moment of tha wondrous bless­ 
ings God has In bis store house for 
those who are obedient and who obey 
his commands; the blessings of happy 
homes, love and Joy and peace and 
contentm ent here on earth, and Joy 
and love, lo the presence of God, for 
ail eternity . 
"W hen we were a t the m eeting a t 
Hurfurd's today , a poordrunkard went 
into a saloon in th a t neighborhood. A 
short tim e afterward he was thrown 
out vlo’ently upon the pavement, and 
the brutal saloonkeeper hurled him 
to earth an then beat bis head upon 
the pavement until the miserable 
wretch was unconscious. 
Possibly he 
had got all the money the poor wretch 
had, and then pitched him out and 
brutally beat him because he impor­ 
tuned him for a drink. 
Workingmen 
of East Llverp(K» l, I prav God th a t 
y ou will give th a t saloonkeeper no 
more of y our money , but th a t y ou will 
compel him to go to work and earn an 
honest living; perhaps he may be com- 
pelleil to sweat, and th a t will kill him 
‘Amen!’ rang out a hearty voice, and 
Schlverea said: ‘Men, do y ou mean 
th a t.’ Oh, men of East Liverpool, If 
there ever was a tim e when God wants 
men to work against, the saloon, th a t 
tim e Is just now. God helping me, 
I’ll do every thing In my power against 
this 
iu()nstrous curse, 
this awful 
iniq uity , this damnable liq uor traffic. 
"Men, be careful. There comes a 
tim e when God mav give y ou up to 
vour reprobate life; a day when, al­ 
though living and moving on this 
earth, y ou will be as fully and com­ 
pletely doomed as y ou will be when 
y ou are in hell. The mao sentenced 
to be hanged—he is doomed long be­ 
fore he dies; so with the mao who has 
lieeo given up by God for constant 
hardening of his heart against the 
spirit’s pleadings. 
"Men, don’t dare occupy the seat of 
the scornful. 
The day will come 
when the awful doom will be pro­ 
nounced upon y ou, ‘depart from me, I 
never knew y ou? My very soul Is bur­ 
dened over tbe thought of thousands 
who nightly assemble in this rink to 
bear the message of the Master. 
God 
have mercy upon y our never-dy ing 
souls. 
‘T found a p(K» r drunkard hid away 
under a wagon in the city of New 
York. 1 called him out and told him 
I bad good news for him from a good 
and true friend. 
When I had his 
luiud fastened upon what 1 was say ­ 
ing to him, I told him the story of 
Jesus and his love. 
He looked a t me 
as if horror struck and then pushed 
me away , say ing:

Men, 
th at poor, dfx iraed wretch staggered 
away Into the night, w ithout a shadow 
of hope.

And y et it is y our 
doom, Just as sure as y ou live and 
breathe. If y ou continue to reject 
Christ, and now is y our only tim e for 
repentance—now, now, now.

Just been sentenced to a term of Im­ 
prisonment in tbe penitentiary , being 
unable to pay a certain sum of money . 
Tbe iallor came for him and he said 
to me: ‘Good by e, Schlverea. I ’ve 
got to take my medicine.’ To bis sur­ 
prise tbe jailor said: ‘No sir, roo are 
a free man.* Then the poor feltov 


glanced a t him reproachfully and said; 
‘You shouldn’t trifle with me to this 
manner; my 
puotsbroeot 
is hard 
enough to bear w ithout th a t addition.’ 
But the jailor made reply : ‘I ’m not 
I Joking, my man. God forbid.

brother has paid the penalty and y ou 
are a free m ao.’ 
Oh. how th a t poor 
fellow turned to his loving brother 
when the latter greeted him a t the 
Jail door.

All th a t is necessary Is to ac­ 
cede to tlie term s of the gospel—sim ­ 
ply accept Jesus as y our Savior and 
endeavor to lead a clean and pure life 
Suppose th a t pardoned prisoner had 
looked a t the paper which gave him 
his liberty and then dashed it down 
upon the floor and planted his heel 
upon it and said: 
‘I don’t want this 
pardon. 
1 despise it, and here 1 grind 
it into atoms beneath mv feet.' What 
would y ou say the governor should do? 
Why , y ou’d say the governor ought to 
leave him in prison, the ungrateful 
fellow, until he would rot. 
"Oh. men and women of East Liver- 
piMil, y ou’ve lieen thrusting tbe pardon 
offered y ou by the blessed Jesus to one 
side for y ears; y ou have placed vour 
feet upon It and despised It and vowed 
y ou wanted none of it; th a t y ou choose 
rather to rern iln in the vile prison of 
sin. 
May my God show y ou y our fool­ 
ishness before ills everlastingly Iihj 
late. G.» d have mercvon y our souls.” 
You have a warm invitation to at- 
Umd the meeting tonight.

Occasionally one 
makes a mistake and gets off at Wells- 
vllle,and then some good, kind bearted 
citizen of th a t village gives him five 
cents and sends him up here, where he 
immediately hunts up the township 
trustees office, and makes bis wishes 
known. 
I t Is cheaper to get rid of 
these destitute 
people by sending 
them out of the city than by keeping 
them here and feeding them .

T be board of commerce will meet 
tonight to make arrangem ents for tbe 
reception of the river and iiarbor com­ 
m ittee, which wlH arrive to this city 
on the steam er 
Virginia Saturday 
afternoon at 1 o'clock. 
It is probable 
th a t the com m ittee will spend the en­ 
tire afternoon here, during which 
tim e they will be shown over th e city 
and through the potteries by th e com­ 
m ittee th a t is appolrtcd by th e board 
a t its ses.slon tonight. 
Every effort 
will be made to show the city to its 
best advantage, and to impress upon 
the minds of the memliers of the com­ 
m ittee the necessity of improvement 
in the Ohio river. 
The following letter, which was re­ 
ceived by Mr. J. J. I’urinton this 
morning, will also be acted upon, and 
the q uestions answered to the best 
ability of tbe board: 
W as hinot on 
, D. 0. Mar. 4 , 18 96. 
Slit;—-In order th a t they may give 
more 
Intelligeot 
consideration to 
pending and proposed legislation, the 
sub-committee of tb e com m ittee ou 
way s and means of tiie house of rep­ 
resentatives, in charge of bills relat­ 
ing to reciprocity arrangem ents and 
commercial treaties, desire an ex pres­ 
sion of the views and opinions of tbe 
commercial and industrial organiza­ 
tions of the United States, upon the 
following points,* namely : 
F irst—Was the effect of the reci­ 
procity arrangem ents negotiated by 
the governm ent w ith certain foreign 
nations under the autliority of the 
tariff act of 1H9U, favorable or unfavor­ 
able to th e foreign commerce of the 
United States? 
Second—W hat was the effect of 
their repeal by the tariff act of 18 94? 
T h ird—Is it ex pedient and advisa­ 
ble to apply the reciprocity principle 
to future tariff legislation, and to en­ 
act a general law authorizing the 
president to 
negotiate reciprocity 
treaties with foreign nations as far as 
possible? 
F ourth—W hat can tie accomplished 
by diplomatic negotiations in ex tend­ 
ing the ex port trade of the United 
States? 
If y ou will present these subjects to 
the members of y our organization, 
and req uest them a t their early con- 
convenience to take 
some formal 
action thereon, we shall bo greatly 
obliged.

HOUSE CUBAN RESOLUTIONS. 


SECRETARY SMITH ATTACKED. 


The Semite foreign Committer Deride-. 
to Hunk Them lip. 


W a sh in g t o n, March 19.—The senate 
committee on foreign relations has de­ 
cided to stand by the agreement reached 
by the senate conference and to support 
the house Cuban resolutions as a substi­ 
tute for the senate* resolutions on the 
same subject. The committee was not 
a unit on the projxisition, but it was car­ 
ried by a safe majority. The discussion 
in the committee indicated that most of 
the members preferred the senate form 
of resolutions, but there was placed 
against this argument that of expedi- 
ency, and this line of reasoning won the 
day. Among the objections mach* to the 
house declaration were those based Upon 
the grammatical construction and the 
re fence to this country’s commercial in­ 
terest in the settlement of the Cuban 
question. 
These blemishes wero generally ad­ 
mitted, but it was contended on the 
other hand that the* house* was wedded 
to its expression and that it might lie 
even more difficult to get that body to 
Meant the senate resolutions than it is 
proving to be to get the senate* to take 
those of the house. 
It was also con­ 
tended that the principal objection in 
the senate was not so much to the house 
resolution as to any expre ssion what­ 
ever. 
Senator Sherman, as chairman of the 
committe. was requested to keep the 
Cuban question as well to the front as 
possible and to get u vote ;.t the earliest 
practicable date.

track and climb the hill Instead of 
going U) .Six th ftreet, thus mak ing It 
much more dangerous. The resldenia 
sincerely hope council will do some­ 
thing with this m atter a t their nex t 
meeting, and think It would be bet­ 
ter t<j provide steps for the children 
a t this point than 
Ut mak e them walk 
nearly a quarter of a mile out of their 
way to get to sch(s» l.

In these latter cases there 
is nothing lik e absolute rest and regular 
and nourishing diet. 
Morphine or other opiates should be 
used but sparingly in neuralgia, aud 
never in cases of debility or old age.—

rtometimoa veins that 
are near nerves, or follow their course 
through long, bony canals, become anffl 
claut ly distended to irritate the nerve. 
Or tlivre may be poison in the blood 
like malaria, arsenic or lead, which, hjr 
lowering the general vitality of the 
body, contributes hi a general nerve 
weakness and irritability. 
In a large proportion of cases the real 
canse of neuralgia la ao general as to bo 
quite obscure. 
The exciting cause—or 
occasion—of a single attack of neural 
gin ta usually getting chilled or over 
exercising the part subject to the com 
p la in t 
As many of na know by experience 
the course of an attack of neuralgia is 
extremely varied. The pain may be con 
tinuons, rem ittent or interm ittent, tem ­ 
porary or persistent, located at one spot 
or diffused over a largo area, and may 
be shooting, aching or bnrning in char 
acter. 
By way of treatm ent we may use lo­ 
cally any good linim ent, blistering, hot 
fomentations or electrioity. 
Irou aud 
quinine are of the greatest value inter­ 
nally. especially where the system is 
run down or there is a m alarial taint 
in the blood. 
A ntirheum atics must, of 
course, be resorted to in cases of a rhea 
mutio origin. In these latter cases there 
is nothing like absolute rest and regular 
and nourishing diet. 
Morphine or other opiates should be 
used but sparingly iii neuralgia, aud 
never in cases of debility or old age.— 
Y outh's Companion.
